Located in central Montana, Judith Basin County is Montana's 43rd most populous 
with 2,191 residents, according to the 2004 Census Bureau estimates. Stanford, 
the county seat, is the state's 86th largest city with a population of 429, according 
to the 2003 Census Bureau estimates. 

Agriculture is important to the area's economy. Judith Basin County is 20th in 
Montana for the largest number of oilseed and grain farms: 60 (see table on the 
right). The grains, oilseeds, dry beans, and dry peas category is the number two 
agricultural industry in Montana in terms of sales and revenues, according to the 
2002 Census of Agriculture. The county also has 171 beef cattle ranches and farms.
